nhe Spanish name of Pedro, claims to

DO EXPOSITIONS PAY? 

Figures Prove the Profits to Culture 
and Industry. 

''Have expositions out lived (Item- 
selves; is it, in fact, true that it does) 
not pay to arrange expositions, as is 
frequently claimed?" This question 
has been answered by the Austrian 
commissioner general"^ a meeting of 
representatives of the Vienna news- 
papers called for thnt purpose, says 
the Chicago Times-Herald. The 
commissioner general gives the fol- 
lowing figures 

Of the expositions last year thnt of 
Berlin had (i,7C0,000 admissions; tlu 
position in Huda-IVst 
3,500,000; Nuremberg, 2,000,000 
Dresden, 1,000,000, and (he exposi 
tions in Stutgart, Geneva nnd else- 
where were also well attended, 
total admissions to all the expositions 
of 1896 footed up 16,000,000. Are 
there any other arrangements by 
which such gigantic crowds of people 
can be collected upon a limited ter- 
ritory? The commercial successes of 
expositions are also ft . 
estimated, but only because they have 
heretofore not been investigated. The 
directorate of last year's expositions 
in Nuremberg was the first to make 
an attempt in this regard. The ex- 
hibitors consented to have their books 
examined, and it was found that in 
the exposition buildings during the 
fair, 9,000 sales, with a total of $450,- 
000, wero made, and 8,700 orders, 
with a total of $375,000. These are 
surprising figures if it is considered 
that the Nuremberg exposition was 
limited to Bavarian exhibitors only. 

Figures which are just as in- 
structive are shown by the statistics 
of American imports before and after 
the world's fair in Chicngo. In this 
import in 1880 England participated 
with 31 per cent., France with 10 per 
cent, and Germany with 7 percent.; 
in 1896 England with 21, France 
with 8 and Germany with 12 percent. 
German industry was represented at 
the Chicago exposition in an impos- 
ing manner, and the figures given 
show the results. 

But expositions should not 
treated lightly from other points of 
view. Since when does Japanese and 
Chinese art exercise so great an in- 
uence upon industrial art? Since 
the Vienna exposition, the first which 
ntroduced eastern Asia to the public. 
To what fact does the South Kensing- 
ton museum in London, this mother 
institution of all industrial museums 
in the world, owe its origin? To the 
London exposition of 1851. And 
thus it can be shown by nearly 
every great exposition that it marked 
progress upon the field of culture and 
industry. 

What the next international expo- 
sition in Paris, in which all 54 nations 
of the earth will participate, will 
achieve in this direction of course no- 
body can even imagine at this time. 
But one thing is settled: Owing to 
its admirable arrangement it will be 
comprehensive and therefore 
instructive than all prior , .vorld's < 
fairs. The Taris system, as is known,' 
rranges for groups and not for states 
in the exhibits. The whole field or 
work of mankind, so far as it can be 
physically brought to expression, 
' divided into 18 groups; each one of 
these groups will have a building by 
■If and in this building all nations 
exhibit the work of that particular 
group, so that in reality there will be 
18 international expositions. A very 
welcome innovation to Paris exhibit- 
ors will be that they not only will not 
have to pay any space rent, but they 
will also be furnished motive power 
free of charge. The French are able 
to do this, for they are not only rich, 
but also very wise. 

Superstitious Cz»r. 

The czar of Russia is said to be very 
superstitious, nnd to have great con- 
fidence in relics. He wears a ring in 
which he believes is embedded a piece 
of the true Cross. It was originally 
one of the treasures of the vatienn, 
and was presented to an ancestor of 
the czar fur diplomatic reasons.

The steamer on which I was a j 
songcr had been partially disabled by 
the breaking of somo of her ma- 
chinery, and was obliged to lay up 
for several days at Singapore to mak. 
the needed repairs. 

Having nothing in particular to 
busy myself about, and tired of the 
routine life on shipboard, I deter- 
mined to make a short excursion into 
the'interior of the island; so, taking 
my Winchester rifle, I went ashore 
in the quartermaster's dingey, and set 
out at once for the mission house of 
Bukit-tima. 

The island of Singapore lies just 
off the ^lalny peninsula, and is cov- 
ered with a multitude of small hills, 
ome 300 or 400 feet high, their sum- 
nits mostly crowned with virgin for- 
ests. 

The mission house at Bukit-tima 
was surrounded by a number of these 
wood-crowned hills, much frequent- 
ed by Chinese woodchoppers and saw- 
yers. 

One of the mission fathers told me 
there were always a few tigers prowl- 
ing about, and occasionally a China- 
man, working iu a gamliir planta- 
tion, was killed by one of them. 

These plantations are always in a 
newly cleared jungle in the bottom 
lands, and the unfortunate laborer 
was usually pounced upon while pass 
ing through the strip of woods lying 
between the plantation and the vil- 
lage. 

On the day following my arrival 
at the mission house I started out on 
a Tamble through the forest, hoping 
to get a shot at a man-eater. It was 
a foolhardy undertaking on my part, 
and one that no person should ever 
attempt alone. 

However, I gave the matter no sec- 
ond thought, and taking my Win- 
chester, strolled off in the direction 
of the gambir plantations, and wan- 
dered through the woods for some 
distance without seeing or hearing 
anything that would denote the pres- 
ence of game, when I caught sight of 
a blue-billed gaper, or Malacca rain- 
bird. 

There are but few birds of any kind 
the island, and I was anxious to 
get a good view of this one, which 
appeared to be about the si 
robin.

myself returned to the mission house. 

On the, following day I went back 
to Singapore, and found the repairs 
on the steamer were completed and 
she was ready to sail, but there was 
some delay about her papers, so we 
did not get away that night. 

The next morning as we steamed 
out of the harbor I leaned over the 
taffrail and watched tho island slowly 
recede from view, conscious of the 
fact that a tiger pit embowered in one 
of its green forests would, in all prob- 
ability have been my tomb, had it 
not been for the timely assistance of 
the good Father Palemon. — Golden

The treaty provides that the Gov- 
ernment of the Hawaiian Islaud cede 
to the Uuited States absolutely and 
forever all rights of sovereignty iu 
aud over the Hawaiian Islands and 
its dependencies, aud that these 
islauds shall become an integral part 
of the territory of the United Stales. 
The Goverumeut of Hawaii also 
cedes to the Uuited States all public 
lands, public buildiugs aud public 
property of every description. Con- 
gress shall euact special laws to gov- 
ern the disposition of the lands in the 
Hawaiian Islands. All revenue from 
these lands shall bo used solely for 
the beuefit of the inhabitants of the 
Hawaiian Islands for educational and 
other public purposes. The Hawaiiau 
Islands shall be admitted into the 
Union as a Terntoiy of the United 
States, local laws to be passed by 
local Legislature, but subject to the 
approval of the President. Until 
Congress shall apply the laws of the 
Uuited States to the Islauds, the 
present laws of Hawaii are to govern 
the islands. 

The present treaties and laws gov- 
erning Hawaii's commercial relatious 
with foreigu nations shall remain iu 
force until Congress shall take action.

THE T0MB0_F ATTILA. 

Its Location Is Unknown, But Vast 
Treasure Was Hidden Within. 

Brussels is "enthusing" over the 
sarcophagus of Attila, which turned 
up casually recently in sinking the 
foundations of the new exhibition. 
They call it a very remarkable dis- 
ery, and no one will question that.

these spots lie the choicest treasures 
of Greece and Rome, such as had sur- 
vived — and there is excellent reason 
to think that they are those that we 
should most specially value. For the 
quantity of gold and silver plate in 
each case was described as enormous, 
and for generations before that time 
Romans had little enough to spend on 
new articles of luxury. It follows 
that the vast hoard must have been old, 
mostly. But there is no reasonable 
hope that Attila's tomb will *ver be 
found. We only know that he was 
buried somewhere beside the Danube, 
at a depth far beyond the reach of the 
plow. If by some lucky chance a 
canal should be dug across the spot, 
the bones of the si watered slaves or 
other indications nftiy turn up; and if 
they be noticed by intelligent per- 
sons, the work may be carried deeper.

TALE OF A YEAST-CAKE.

A genuine "gem" in the hands of 
a skilled cook is as light as leavened 
bread, and has a peculiar sweetness as 
of ripe grain that commends it to 
•very palate. But in his essay on 
"Simplification in Living," Carpen- 
ter, contending for simpler food, adds 
that by way of balancing matters and 
allowing old habits and inheritances 
some leeway, there must be an occa- 
sional orgy, as it were— green turtle, 
perhaps, and pate de foie gras. So 
the converts to "gems" has days of 
deep animosity toward them, and 
sighs for the charm of the homemade 
loaf, the Parker house roll, the bun, 
old-fashioned loaf cake, or anything 
into which yeast has entered and^ 
given its own peculiar life. 

An army surgeon's wife sees 
strange changes, and in that capacity 
ago I passed from a charming 
western post to the extreme north- 
lea above St. Paul — a 
point where only two white women — 
the wives of missionaries — had ever 
been. 

Oatmeal and rice were in our 
stores; the Indian women brought in 
corn pounded to hominy; the pota- 
toes of that region are of an unheard- 
of size and mealiness; the lumber 
camp feasted three times daily on 
beans deep buried over night in the 
hot ashes of the fireplace, and our 
own pot went over for the same treat- 
ment, each bean attaining a flavor and 
character unknown to any other 
process. They had palled, so had 
whitefish. Babbits were a drug. 
The block of beef cut from some un- 
known portion of the long-suffering 
government ox, and simmered two 
days before it could be carved, failed 
to satisfy the craving for crusty 
brown loaves. 

In the meantime, with no fire save 
that in the open chimney place, I was 
learning the resources of a tin oven 
and baking kettle, as well as some of 
the afflictions of my great-grand- 
mother, as I bent over the open coals, 
or shielded my kettle from the flying 
sparks and cinders drawn u p the wide 
mouth of the chimney. 

Black pine is a picturesque fuel, 
and at evening, as its many colored 
flames shot upward, I forgave its hab- 
it of snapping beyond all bonds, and 
the sudden explosions of interior and 
unsuspected reservoirs of pitch, going 
off with the force of a pistol shot. 
But its virtue is only in color, and its 
sudden fizz and flame, giving out for 
a little an almost unbearable heat, 
dies away as suddenly. 

With a mercury ranging for 
months from ten to forty below zero 
— never above — one welcomes any- 
thing that gives heat, and I had 
ceased to beg for the apparently unat- 
tainable hardwood. That it grew all 
about the lake was no reason why 1 
should have it, nor did I till the dis- 
covery of Shohwinewaytemo, agoo< 
natured squaw with arms strong 
enough to do the bidding no man 
could be found to do; and with it the 
coveted fuel, that could be depended 
upon for a few hours at least. 

With February the government 
sled pushed through, and the store- 
house received its barrel of flour. 
Even then, however, one unsolved 
problem remained.

Inventive Turn of Mind of the Wash- 
ington Monument Keeper. 
The keeper of the W ashington 
monument has an original turn of 
mind, as developed by the fact that 
he haH already secured a patent for 
a garden and lawn sprinkler, and has 
also filed an application in the in- 
terior department to be granted a 
patent for a plow of which he is the 
inventor, the plow being the more 
important of the two inventions, says 
the Baltimore American. 

The sprinkler, it may be said, 
seems to bo a very useful invei 
the spray being so constructed 
avoid the deluge of water \ 
comes from most sprinklers, th 
ter being made to descend in sep 
drops, like rain. The device consists 
of a copper nozzle (which can be at- 
tached to ordinary garden hose) about 
five inches in length, the mouth of 
being so compressed as to 
le sheet — not a stream- 
1 which divides itself into 
drops as it comes from the thin slot 
by an interior perforated 
ment. The slot can, by compression 
of the hand alone, be almost entirely 
closed; then, if larger drops are need- 
ed the slot can be widened by the 
blade of a knife. 

As stated, the plow is the more 
important, of the two inventions, and 
combines a plow and a four-wheeled 
truck or wagon, the plow being 
mounted on the running gear in go- 
ing to or from the field. In 
hind truck, which also has a tool or 
seed box, is detached, and the plow 
attached to the forward truck; the 
tongue of the plow fits into the upper 
axle beam of this truck directly in 
the center, and is kept in place hy 
a peg which passes through the 
tongue, and around which peg passes 
a "half-moon" iron band, with a slight 
chain at each end, secured to the 
axle. This chain and band can be 
shortened or lengthened at pleasui 
by removing the peg from one hole 
to another in the plow beam, with 
the result that the plowshare cuts a 
shallow or deep furrow, as may be 
directed, and without the plowman 
directing apy attention thereto, once 
the plow beam is set. For instance, 
when the beam is shortened up a shal- 
low furrow is the result; lengthened 
oat one hole, a trifle deeper furrow, 
and so on. 

The plow beam being rigid, or 
nearly so, does not deviate to the 
right or left, but follows straight 
after the center of the forward truck, 
and after the horse also, the pl( 
share cutting a smooth, even and 
clean furrow. The width of the two- 
wheeled truck is regulated also, so 
that the right-hand wheel travels in 
the furrow previously cut, thus as- 
sisting materially a straight course; 
and, in order that the truck may be 
set as near square as possible, the fur- 
row wheel is designed to be some- 
what larger than the left wheel, which 
travels on the unf urrowed surface. 

THE TRADE IN FURS. 

Immense Proportions It Has Attained 
in the United States. 

The exports of American furs, ob- 
tained chiefly in Alaska, amount to 
$4,000,000 in a year, and nearly 70 
per cent, of them are sent to England. 
The importations of foreign furs or 
manufactured articles into which fur 
enters as the chief material amount 
in a year to $10,000,000, or more than 
twice as much as the exports. The 
American trade in furs has been 
largely stimulated by the yields of 
Alaska. From 18T0 to 1SU0 ' 
Alaska Commercial company paid to 
the United States $30,000 a vear and 
$2 for each Beal taken for the sole 
privilege of taking seals in Alaska. 
The sealskins, in casks holding from 
200 to 300 each, are shipped through 
San Francisco and New York to Lon- 
don. From 1868 to 1890,2,412,000 
sealskins from Alaska were sold in 
London. 

The average annual collection of 
furs on United States territory is as 
follows: Badger, 5,000 skins; bear, 
15,000; beaver, 200,000; buffalo, of 
no account; fisher, 12,000; fox, all 
kinds, 150,000; marten, 130,000; 
mink, 250,000; muskrat, 3,000,000; 
opossum, 250,000; raccoon, 500,000; 
sea otter, 2,000; skunk, 550,000. In 
18D0 there were 484 fur establish- 
ments in the nation, of which 281 
were in New York, and though there 
has been a decline in late years in the 
popularity'of some fur garments in

SCIENTISTS DI3AGRLE. 

Prof. Von Schoon's Theory of Life i 
Crystals 

Prof. Kemp, of Columbia univcrs 
ty, does not agree with Prof, vo 
Schocn's theory of life iu crystal 
Americans have learned of thetheor 

through Prof, von Hoist, ..rtl..-« h 
cago university. According to Di 
von Hoist, Prof, von Schoon, who is 
now GO years of age. has devoted half 
of his life to the working out of this 
thoory. The discovery was made by 
bringing the most powerful magni 
tying glasses to bear upon the crys- 
tals. Thousands of photographs 
showing the different stages of devel 
opment and the ultimate results have 
been taken. The course of the young 
crystal from the time of its birth 
until it grows away from the mother 
and becomes a complete and separate 
body is pictured in these photographs. 
The young crystal meets and fights 
another from a different mother, the 
battle resulting in the death of the 
weaker crystal. Crystals from the 
same mother never fight. According 
to Dr. von Hoist, the views of Yon 
Schoen have been carefully studied 
by Spencer and others, who are great- 
ly impressed with the wide impor- 
tance of the discovery. Dr. von Hoist 
further urges that in the cause of 
science $500,000 be raised and de- 
voted to the pursuit of the discovery. 

Prof. Kemp, of Columbia universi- 
ty, however, stated to the New 
York Commercial Advertiser that 
the idea had been advanced be- 
fore, but merely in a poetical 
ein, and that this was practical- 
ly the first attempt to bring it 
into the realm of cold science. In 
regard to Yon Schoen's expansion of 
the theory he said: 

"Crystals do grow in solutions of 
various salts, and when two of them 
meet they interefere with each other, 
and mutually prevent each other's 
perfect development. Probably this 
is the meaning that the remarks of 
the professor are intended to con- 
But innumerable crystals are 
found at temperatures far above those 
hich life can exist, so far as we 
t, as, for instance, in slags and 
, at over 2,000 degrees Fahrcn- 
Life ceases below the boiling 
point of water. While the border line 
is a difficult thing to draw between 
inorganic and organic phenomena, 
especially in low forms of life, and 
while some rocks are punctured 
through the agency of life, the greater 
number have no necessary connection 
with it."
